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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . In response to applicant's argument that Reznikov 5 s teaches only evaporator 7 in first 
mode, only evaporator 8 in the second mode II and only evaporator 9 in the third mode II as 
shown in Col.9, lines 10-17 and Okumura et al. disclose nothing about 1C being the first cooling 
compartment. Applicant is reminded that the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
claimed function, then it meets the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 7,9,10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Reznikov (U.S. Patent Number 5,553,457). 

Reznikov discloses a cooling device as shown in Fig.3. The device comprises a first 
cooling chamber 12, second cooling chamber 1 1, third cooling chamber 10, a compressor 1 and 
control valves 13-16. The evaporators 8 (third chamber) and 9 (first chamber) are connected 
when only valve 15 is open. The evaporators 7,8 and 9 are connected when all the valves are 
closed. The refrigerant circuit includes only the first evaporator 9 when only valve 16 is open. 
The teaching of Col.9, lines 10-17, is the three main modes described by the prior art; other 
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modes can be performed by the open/close control valves. Therefore, the apparatus of Reznikov 
is capable to perform claimed invention and comprises all claimed structures. 

4. Claims 7,9,10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Okumura et al. (JP2001 167341). 

Okumura et al. disclose a cooling device as shown in Fig.5. The device comprises a first 
cooling compartment 1C, second cooling compartment 1 A, third cooling compartment IB, a 
compressor 3 and control valves 31,32,33,34,37 and 38. The evaporators 2B (third compartment 
IB) and 2C (first chamber 1C) are connected when valves 37,32 and 34 are open. The 
evaporators 2A,2B and 2C are connected when valves 38,32 and 34 are open. The refrigerant 
circuit includes only the first evaporator 2C when valves 37,31,33 and 34 are open. English 
translation is provided. Again, different modes can be performed by the open/close control 
valves. Therefore, the apparatus of Okumura is capable to perform claimed invention and 
comprises all claimed structures. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 13 and 14 are allowed.
